In the first two sessions of last year’s 
fall sales of yearlings at Keeneland, 143 
head sold for an average of $2,512. Totals 
for the 1952 fall sales. which ran through 
fen morning. afternoon, and night sessions. 
were 552 head for $1.224.450. average 
§2.218. 

The average for the first day this year 
was only slightly higher than in 1952. In 
iternoon and evening sessions Tuesday. 
October 27. the Breeders’ Sales Company 
wld 146 head for $376.200. average $2,577. 

If there was any significant difference 
between the fall sales of this year and 
last. it lay in the fact that the biggest, 
busiest. and horse-hungriest crowd in the 
history of the Keeneland sales was hang- 
ing on the rails and scanning the year- 
lings as they waited in the sheltered area 
just outside the sales ring. Some were 
looking for soundness. which they found 
to be rare. and others were looking for 
just enough unsoundness to bring the 
price within their means. 

Whatever they found. they bought 
eagerly, but usually at low prices. Breed- 
ets, when they had added up stud fees 
and other costs. found the prices uncom- 
frtably low. But. horse for horse. they 
till were selling on a high market.

STUD NEWS 


Tom Fool’s Racing Ended 


When Greentree Farm’s Tom Fool won 
the Pimlico Special October 24 in track- 
record time, it was announced that the 
rugged handicap champion would run 
once more. in the $75.000-added Gold 
Cup October 31 at Jamaica. 


On October 27. however. Tom Fool’s 
owners decided against another race and 
announced that their champien had run 
his last time. The statement of John Hay 
Whitney and Mrs, Charles Shipman Pay- 
son, his owners: 


“Our early plans for Tom Fool called 
for his retirement after the running of 
the Pimlico Special. On the strength of his 
record-breaking performance last Satur- 
day we are returning to those plans. We 
are proud of our horse, and we feel that 
nothing could be added to his reputation 
by running him again. His race in the 
Special undoubtedly was his finest. and 
on it we intend to retire him to the stud. 
He will be shipped to Kentucky (to

Greentree Farm) in early November.” 

The son of Menow and Gaga was un- 
beaten in his last 11 races, ten of them 
this year. One of his spectacular feats 
this year was in the Brooklyn Handicap. 
in which he carried a record 136 pounds 
and became the first Thoroughbred since 
Whisk Broom II (40 years ago) to win 
the Metropolitan. Suburban, and Brook- 
lyn Handicaps in one season. 

Top-class in each of his three racing 
seasons. Tom Fool made 30 starts, won 
21 races. finished second seven times and 
third once. and earned $570.165, 


Test for One Hitter 


Greentree Stud’s One Hitter, which got 
his name in the paper fairly often be- 
cause of his racing class, has been vari- 
ously described as a horse and a ridgling. 
The designation of ridgling was incorrect: 
the testis which was removed was the one 
which had failed to descend. Greentree 
has had a little more than its share of 
problem stallions, but One Hitter’s class 
was such that it was willing to risk one 
more. 

The risk apparently will be a safe one, 
manager Clarkson Beard indicated this 


The Handicap Champion Retires 
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week, after veterinarians had reported on 
microscopic examination following a test 
cover. The semen quantity was about half 
normal, and there were some dead cells. 
but the living cells were extremely active. 
Normal expectation in new stallions is 
that later tests will show considerable 
improvement. 

On the basis of the favorable report, 
Greentree expects to book about 15 mares 
to the son of Shut Out for his first season 
in the stud, 


Steel Heels Dies 


The 17-year-old stallion Steel Heels, by 
*Harry Baker out of Fast Heels. by Out- 
play, died of colic October 13 at the 
Whiteacre Farm of Mrs. Lucius Burch 
Jr., Collierville, Tenn. 

Steel Heels had a respectable racing 
career during which he won ten times and 
earned $26,115. His victories included wins 
in the Stars and Stripes, Pontchartrain, 
and Ben Ali Handicaps. 

Bred to very few mares, Steel Heels 
had a very small representation on the 
tracks (a maximum of six runners in 
1952). His get began racing in 1947, 
earned a total of $48.966 through 1952 
(earnings index 1.07). 


Transatlantic Frustration 


Shortly after the last war J. A. Estes, 
acting for a group of Virginia breeders, 
made arrangements for the importation of 
two young Italian stallions, Macherio and 
Orsenigo. The Italian parliament. acting 
to conserve the country’s depleted blood- 
stock resources. thereupon passed a law 
which nullified the two sales. 

This law, or one like it. last week raised 
a question as to whether Daumier, recently 
bought by L. P. Doherty. Edward Lasker, 
and Leslie Combs II from the Razza Dor- 
mello-Olgiata, would be released for ex- 
port until after the 1954 breeding season. 
Daumier has stood two seasons at the 
Dormello-Olgiata stud; the law specifies 
that classic-winning horses may not be 
exported until they have had three seasons 
at stud in Italy. 

Federico Tesio has entered protests 
with the government. Lou Doherty has 
made plans to have the horse flown to 
the U. S. within the next few days. But at 
mid-week-. (October 28) the government 
had not relented. Daumier may not be- 
come *Daumier until the summer of 1954. 


Elmhurst on Lease 


T. Owen Campbell, owner of Elmhurst 
Farm, Lexington, announced this week 
that he had leased his acreage to Castle- 
ton Farm, one of central Kentucky's 
largest Standardbred and saddle horse 
farms. Campbell said he would move his 
three mares to a boarding farm. 


THE THOROUGHBRED ROUND-TABLE 


Horsemen on Claiming 


This is the last of a series of reports 
on a round-table discussion sponsored by 
The Jockey Club and attended by 18 
men representing various phases of the 
Thoroughbred industry. 


“Phy not make the claim rule, insofar 
as it pertains to two-year-olds, be written 
so that a horse claimed must be raised 25 
per cent for 90 days (regardless of where 
the horse may finish in the race incident 
to the claim), and in this way give some 
protection to the owner who has spent 
time and money bringing this horse to the 
races?” 


MR. CASSIDY. That of course should 
be discussed with the racing commission. 

MR. HANCOCK. In Kentucky. we talk- 
ed this thing around and tried to protect 
the fellows down there who breed a few 
horses and try to race them themselves. 
They were always crying they might have 
a decent little horse and lose him the 
first time he ran him. So we put in a closed 
claiming rule for 2-vear-olds only. It hasn’t 
worked. It’s been abused and abused. 

MR. RYAN. This is my question. and 
by way of explanation I would like to 
give you some sort of example. I buy a 
little yearling for $6590. $6.000. $7.500. 
and I break him and carry him for the 
winter. I struggle around and he bucks 
his shins and he coughs and so on and 
so forth. I get him to the races. and I 
don’t expect to have a Native Dancer. I 
just want to have a little gingerbread 
horse. So I run him for $6,500 maiden. 
$7.500 maiden and say he finishes fourth. 
That’s fine. I run him back again in the 
same kind of race and he finishes second. 
If he showed any improvement they say.

“Well, there’s a man got a 2-year-old, he’ 
good and sound, I’m going to Narragansett 
this summer and that would be a usefyl 
horse for me.” All I want to get is my 
winning purse out of him so that I can 
carry the expenses. because even if | 
lost him for $7.500, ’'m probably taking 
a $2.500 licking. because I’ve carried him 


all that time. In other words, all I wan} 


to do is protect that man, let him win a 
race. If he wins too many somebody jg 
going to reach in and get him because 
they’re going to say, “Well T'll wait 9 
days and run him back later on.” But if | 
win my little race and maybe win one 
more I’m satisfied. It’s just a little protec. 
tion. The man who goes to the yearling 
sales and buys a $7,000 yearling and tries 
to run him for $7,000 the next year, he’s 
lucky if he’s got a $7,000 yearling per. 
centagewise. he’s got a pretty nice year- 
ling. 

MR. CASSIDY. Don’t you think if this 
rule is good for 2-year-olds it’s good for 
all horses? 

MR. PHIPPS. I think it’s more impor- 
tant for the 2-year-olds. 

MR. WIDENER. I think it’s a very good 
suggestion. 

MR. HANCOCK. That’s what we were 
trying to do down home, But we went the 
wrong way. This rule sounds to me like 
its much more sensible, I wonder if 90 
days is necessary. If 60 days isn’t enough. 

MR. CASSIDY. 60 days used to be the 
customary time. 

MR. RYAN. 60 or 90, it’s just a little 
protection, 

MR. WIDENER,. What if the horse gets 
sick in between time. He might be out for 
60 days before you could put him back 
into a race. 


MR. RUTCHICK. 60 days I don’t be- 
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lieve are enough. It should be 90 or 120. 

MR. ORTELL, I think 90 would be 
effective. though, 

MR. RUTCHICK. I agree with you. 

MR. RYAN. We don’t want to stop a 
man from claiming a horse, he should 
have a chance to claim. But just make him 
think twice before he puts the money in. 

MR. HANCOCK. What was I going to 
recommend down home was 3313 per cent 
and 60 days, But this may be better, 

MR. CASSIDY. I think in your present 
rule the winner is increased 25 per cent 
for 30 days, isn’t it? That’s the present 
rule. | would stick as close to the percent- 
age for both of them as you could although 


+ you might change the period of days. I 


mean, include the non-winners along with 
the winner and then change the number 
of days. Of course this rule can take horses 
out of racing. This rule can hurt your 
racing secretary’s office a little bit because 
if this horse is claimed, it may not be good 
enough to run for $10,000 if he’s run for 
$7,500 or something like that. It also pro- 
motes racing horses without the interest 
to win. You run a horse over his head 
possibly for 90 days. I am for protecting 
the owner, I just wonder if this doesn’t 
need a little more thought and study to 
arrive at a more practical solution. But I 
am thinking of the other side of it, taking 
horses out of racing and racing them 
where they don’t belong, and that’s not 
good for the public. 90 days is a long 
time when a man is going to have to try 
to get some return for his money. 

MR. RYAN. I would be willing to settle 
for 60 days. but as it stands now. we have 
no protection whatsoever. 

MR. CASSIDY. There is another rule, 
and I think the New York State Commis- 
sion adopted it as an optional rule and I 
don't believe it’s ever been used. It’s a rule 
that has something to do with a 2-year-old 
that has been either bred by the owner or 
bought at a yearling sale by him, If run 
ina claiming race, that horse may only be 
claimed by an owner of a starter in that 
race. It’s evidence of an intent to do some- 
thing along the lines that you are pro- 
posing. | think the horsemen getting to- 
gether with the commission, would be good 
and I think it would also be good for The 
Jockey Club to consider it. 

MR. WIDENER. I think it’s a very 
worthwhile thought. 


MR. PHIPPS. Jock would like to have 
this question brought up for discussion: 
‘There’s been a good deal of criticism of 
the yearling sales. Keeneland passed a 
tule you could never bid in on your. 
horses—nor give 10 per cent to trainers 
buying the horses, and so forth. I think 
there’s a feeling that a certain yearling 
sales those rules have been forgotten and 
its a very bad thing for racing.” Certainly 
when a new owner comes in and learns 
about this he says it’s a racket and have 


you any solution to it? I know it has been 
occurring lately. 


MR. HANCOCK. In trying to run the 
sales company down home I hired the 
New York Protective Agency and they 
have trained men down there who are very 
representative looking fellows. They look 
like they might be trainers or fellows who 
are going to buy a race horse. and they 
couldn’t prove a thing for us. We knew 
it was going on and I knew it was going 
on and I knew who was doing it. but I 
couldn’t prove it. And I know it’s a very 
dangerous thing for a sales company to 
point a finger at a fellow and say. “Look! 
Here’s what you did and it’s against the 
law.” It’s against the Kentucky state law. 


MR. BURCH. You mean paying the 10 


per cent? 


MR. HANCOCK. Yes. or bidding in 
your own horses. If you put horses up for 
sale. according to the Kentucky Law you’ve 
got a right to make one bid and one bid 
only. 

MR. BOWER. I think from my observa- 
tion of the sales and hearing complaints 
from people, it goes on and it’s very hard 
to prove. I think perhaps the only ap- 
proach to it is to call the consignors to- 
gether. lay the facts before them and point 
out to them that it’s in their own best 
interest in the long run not to engage in 
any of those shenanigans at a sale. that 
they will alienate more people and in the 
long run they will stay in business longer 
if they don’t do it. T think it just has to 
be put on the basis of self profit or some- 
thing. 

MR. HANCOCK. The only thing we 
can do down home, we’ve got one little out, 
and that is a selective sale. we just don’t 
select everybody’s yearlings. But it’s more 
prevalent than we would like even down 
there and I think it’s much better there 
than most places. 

MR. RYAN. Along 
Tipton is attempting 
stand. 

MR. HANCOCK, Of course you’ve got 
to say one thing for the poor little con- 
signor. When he goes into the sales and 
puts a horse up he has absolutely no pro- 
tection. If that’s his one horse and he’s 
counting on it to eat over the winter he’s 
in a pretty bad spot. He ought to have 
some protection somewhere. I don’t know 
what it can be. It certainly shouldn’t be 
any 10 per cent or anything like that. 
But there should be a way for him to pro- 
tect himself. I’ve always thought the best 
way in the world to sell a horse was with 
a reserve price, but it has gotten so in this 
country, if you put a reserve on a horse 
immediately the public thinks there’s 
something wrong with him and that’s the 
reason you did it. And they will not bid. 
The sales company at home will welcome 
any suggestions from anyone as to how 
we can police our own ranks better. We’ve 
tried and done the best we can. We just 


those lines. Fasig- 
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don’t know where to go from there. 

MR. BOWER. In California this year 
I notice their yearling sale has specified 
a minimum opening bid. $500 is very 
small but it’s something, anyway. 

MR. WIDENER, Has anyone got any 
other questions to ask? 

MR. PERLMAN. There’s one question 
I thought would be on here, but it isn’t 
and I may be sticking my neck out, “but 
it’s the qualification rule in New York.” 

It seems to me something should be done 
about it. The only place in the United 
States where that holds now is here and 
Delaware. 

It’s very unpopular with the public and 
it seems to me that if it was left to the 
discretion of the Stewards they could still 
do exactly what is being done now when 
they considered that it was necessary. I 
really believe that the public relations of 
the New York race tracks is suffering 
through that. The Jamie K. thing last year 
created a tremendous amount of adverse 
publicity in the newspapers. As long as 
your Stewards can still put a horse last, 
if it is left to their discretion the same way 
as with everything that goes on in racing, 
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why shouldn’t they be trusted with that. 
When two horses go out there fighting it 
out and the others aren’t in any way in- 
terfered with, it seems very unfair partic- 
ularly where you have mutuel machines 
and people bet a tremendous amount of 
money for place and show, that those 
people should lose their money in the case 
where a filly swerved and undoubtedly 
justified being disqualified, but yet didn’t 
come near any other horse. I think that 
The Jockey Club ought to take that under 
serious consideration. I think they’re being 
stubborn about it, and I think the general 
opinion throughout the country is aganist 
it. 

MR. CASSIDY. It’s such a big ques- 
tion I think it’s one that to get any place 
you'd have to have the Commission in on 
the discussion and unfortunately the Com- 
mission didn’t attend. 

MR. PERLMAN. I know the Commis- 
sion would have to do it and I know Ash- 
ley Cole has been against it. But I honestly 
believe if The Jockey Club changed their 
minds on it, the Commission would. 

MR. CASSIDY. I don’t think The 
Jockey Club at the present is inclined to 
change its mind. 

MR. PHIPPS. What are the defenses 
for the rule? 

MR. CASSIDY. I don’t know if I can 
give you all the reasons for it. In the first 
place. Mr. Perlman says the people who 
bet on this horse, place and show, and 
lose their money, shouldn’t lose it? 

MR. PERLMAN. No. I didn’t say that. 
I said they shouldn’t lose it if that horse 
did not interfere with any other horse. 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s what I mean— 
they shouldn’t lose it under the conditions. 
What those people lose, someone else 
gains. Somebody else gets that money for 
the horses that were moved up. Anyone 
who is disqualified in any sport, or game, 
isn’t disqualified in respect to one indi- 
vidual. he’s disqualified in the contest in 
which he’s competing—that’s rowing, run-

ning or anything else. In addition to that, 
Stewards are not concerned with criticism 
about their judgment. whether they are 
correct or not, but they’re concerned with 
the possibility of collusion. A boy may 
be riding a horse that has a lot of speed 
and he has one horse to beat. The man 
who owns him is betting on him, he knows 
his horse is say 3 or 4 to 1, and there’s 
probably only one horse that can overtake 
him. He’s going to be out there in front. 
He can tell his rider “If this horse moves 
up on you in the stretch, take him in or 
out from the fence, because no matter 
what happens. I’m going to bet enough 
money to win a big bet.” And he can put 
that horse in the fence to stop him from 
going through. You’re going to have a 
hard time justifying disqualifying him to 
last place simply because he stopped the 
horse from moving in on the rail. 

MR. PERLMAN. If the thing is deliber- 
ate, I would accept the judgment of Mar- 
shall Cassidy as to what should be done, 
still there’s nothing to stop you from put- 
ting him last. 

MR. CASSIDY. Sam. if you can tell me 
what is deliberate and what isn’t deliberate 
you are God Almighty. I’ve judged races 
and watched riders for many years. Many 
times that I can tell. but there are equally 
many times that I can’t tell. 


MR. PERLMAN. But you're the only 
ones in the entire North American con- 
tinent that sticks to that rule today. 


MR. CASSIDY. That doesn’t mean we’re 
wrong. I know people whose opinion you 
value very highly. Take Joe Palmer, I 
know you valued his opinion, he was just 
as strongly opposed to a change. 

MR. PERLMAN. My opinion why it 
should be changed is based on public opin- 
ion more than anything else, The public 
considers the rule to be very unfair. When 
you have mutuel betting and a lot of out- 
standing horses like Native Dancer, Be- 
witch and all these unbeaten horses, the 
public flocks there to put thousands of 
dollars on them. Something happens where 
the horse swerves. and they lose all their 
money. they think it’s unfair and I think 
it’s unfair, 

MR. CASSIDY. Of course I disagree 
with you when you say it is unfair. I 
don’t think it is unfair. I agree with you 
when you say the public likes it the other 
way better. But I don’t agree with you 
on it being unfair. 

MR. PERLMAN. That of course is a 
matter of opinion, and the percentage is 
against the opinion held by The Jockey 


Club. You haven’t any tracks anywhere 


except New York and Delaware that fol- 
low that rule. 

MR. ORTELL. Marshall, I think you’re 
carrying it a little too far about the boys. 
{ know that they all respect you and honor 
you and they don’t take any advantage of 
the Stewards. They know they are going to 
be fairly treated. In. addition to that you 


have the film patrol which all the stey. 
ards and patrol judges are very competen, 
in reading. The present rule is a hardship 
on the public, because they're not at 
and they say, “Well if the Stewards cap; 


control the boys, then we should get som 
stewards that can control them.” We hay 
pretty clean riding, I will say that. 
MR. CASSIDY. What do you mean }; 
it’s unfair to the public? . 
Do you think it’s unfair to disqualify , 
horse?

MR. CASSIDY. How do you determine 


the extent of the interference in a race 
Suppose a horse, going into the turn on 
the back stretch comes over and forces g 
horse on the inside of him to pull up and 
some horse running fast behind him, runs 
up on his heels, and he has to pull up be 
cause the horse is stopped in front of him, 
and in succession the horses behind him 
have to pull up. Wherever those horses 
finish who were indirectly affected by 
what the horse did in the first place, would 
you disqualify that horse behind them, or 
the horse behind him? 

MR. ORTELL, You’re getting technical, 

MR. CASSIDY. I’m getting technical 
because it’s a technical problem. 

MR. ORTELL. If you'll give me a dia 
gram, I'll tell you what I'd do. 

MR. PERLMAN. Suppose you could use 
your discretion to put him second or last, 
what would you do? 

MR. CASSIDY. If I were operating 
under the rule which was optional, I prob- 
ably would put him last. 

MR. PERLMAN. That shows you can 
still put him last. 

MR. CASSIDY. How can you justify 
that to the public? 

MR. ORTELL. Campbell and Rainey

the cases to see if they're the same thing 
or not. 

MR. PERLMAN. This thing that you’re 
discussing happens very rarely. There are 
many other things that happen in every 
race and you people are there to protect 
the public. And yet you seem to think 
vou should not have the authority to do 
something that is being done at every race 
track in the country. 

MR. CASSIDY. It isn’t the authority, 
Sam, You've got it wrong. I wasn’t talking 
about authority. and as I told you before. 
it doesn’t make any difference to me 
whether people like what we have to do, 
we do it just the same. I think that some 
members of the press feel that the public 
gre entitled to something more than they're 
entitled to. I don’t think that people who 
het on a horse that commits a foul are 
entitled to collect on the place and show 
bets simply because you can’t prove that 
he didn’t bother a horse that finished be- 
hind him. 

MR. PERLMAN. But that’s up to you, 
i's up to your discretion. 

MR. ORTELL, But you've never lost 
that $20 or $50 out of your pocket. 

MR. CASSIDY. But who does lose it, 
Frank? What this man loses somebody 
else gets. 

MR. ORTELL. If I bet a horse straight 
and place. and I see he interferes with 
the place horse. I shouldn’t suffer be- 
cause Jockey Faloff didn’t try to keep a 
straight path. I know we don’t have that

trouble here. The boys do everything pos- 
sible to keep a straight path and some of 
the boys are a little weak and can’t help 
it. but I know you do feel a little hot 
under the collar because you say, well if 
I was down in Cahooz I'd have gotten my 
place money anyway. 

MR. CASSIDY. What do you think 
would happen if you were to ask this ques- 
tion of the riders? 

MR. ORTELL., I don’t know what they'd 
say.

The fields are smaller at 
Jamaica than at Belmont Park, and you 
can’t expect people who have had regular 
riders all season to take their boys off 
their horses just to put me up. 

“T still hope to go to Florida and get 
settled there for a winter of riding. That 
warm weather would just suit me fine— 
I don’t want any of the cold winters I’ve 
had in the North in the last few years, if 
I can help it.” he said.

Mrs. Mary Goodloe McDowell 


Mrs. Mary Goodloe McDowell, widow 
of Major Thomas C. McDowell, owner of 
the Ashland Stud, died in Lexington on 
October 21 after a long illness. 

Mrs. McDowell was a daughter of Col. 
William Cassius Goodloe, once minister 
to Belgium and a prominent figure in the 
Republican party. 

Major McDowell, who died in 1935, 
bred and raced horses for many years, his 
best including Alan-a-Dale, The Manager, 
The Rival. Ellen-a-Dale, and Distinction.

Frank J. Carey Jr.. 55, president of the 
Carey Horse Van Company, died of a 
heart attack in Chicago October 17. 
Carey’s firm vans horses throughout the 
Midwest. 


Mrs. Cooper Person’s Virginia-bred 
Annasteena, trained by Marcus Marsh at 
Newmarket, won a 114-mile maiden race 
at Lincoln (England) in September. An- 
nasteena is a 3-year-old filly by *En- 
deavour II—*Ingalill, by Manna. 
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In the October Racing Calendar, The 
Jockey Club has made a beginning toward 
data on “fertility of stallions.” It gives the 
number of mares bred and number of re- 
sultant registered foals for all sires which 
covered as many as ten mares in 1950. 

The figures do not account for actual 
pregnancies, since they do not show the 
number of mares which died, the number 
of abortions, or number of foals which died 
before registration. Thus they fail to give 
actual fertility percentages. In aggregate 
however. they show the proportion of 
registered foals which may be expected 
from a given number of mares bred. 

The adding machine shows a total of 
10,612 mares bred to the stallions listed, 
and a total of 5,681 registered foals pro- 
duced by them in 1951. Thus 53.5 per

cent of the mares bred produced foals 
which lived long enough to be registered. 
Making a vague allowance for further 
casualties in the 14 months between the 
close of the registration period and the 
first day of racing eligibility, it appears 
that it takes about two mares to produce 
one race horse per year. 


According to the proportion of register- 
ed foals to number of mares bred, the 542 
stallions listed are distributed in the 
following manner:

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fred Vanderbilt on American Racing 


The new dining room at Keeneland Race Course is reputed to be the largest grand- 
stand dining room at an American race track. During racing hours of the short meeting 
which ended October 24, it was usually full, and sometimes overfull. On the evening of 
Thursday, October 22, the major portion of it was used by the Thoroughbred Club of 
America for its 22nd annual testimonial dinner, honoring Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 
In attendance were about 350 men, members of the club and their guests. With only 
a few touches of tomfoolery about Native Dancer, they settled down to hear Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s comment on American racing, and by 10 o’clock were on their way home. 


“Others have had the help of horses in acquiring fame.” commented Red Smith, 
the toastmaster. “I think of Paul Revere, Jesse James, and Lady Godiva, But all these 
had some quality of their own which would have commanded attention—at least, Lady 
Godiva—and I think that Alfred Vanderbilt would have been here sooner or later, even 
without Native Dancer.” 

Smith introduced a number of the guests, including Gene Markey, Ben Jones 
(“beloved of racing secretaries”), and two previous honor guests, Thomas Piatt and 
Major L. A. Beard. Club president George Swinebroad read the traditional hand- 
lettered scroll which goes with the occasion and presented Vanderbilt with a gold pin 
signifying honorary life membership in the Thoroughbred Club. Vanderbilt, with his 
tongue in his cheek only part of the time. commented on American racing. The text 
of his remarks follows, 


found out that all those colorful banners 
saying “Welcome Vanderbilt” were for 
eleven other fellows who were winning 
while Petrify was losing. Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity had a good football team that 
year, and I had a bad stable. Times 
change. 

You all know how much I love racing. 


Gentlemen. I am overwhelmed by the 
honors and compliments heaped on me to- 
night. I suspect, of course, that my good 
eray horse had more than a little to do 
with this tribute. Believe me, this dinner 
and this hospitality do a lot to compensate 
for the memories of one afternoon at 
Churchill Downs last May. You know. I 


have never won a race in Kentucky, but 
I'll keep on trying. 

Really. I am highly honored to be here 
tonight. doubly so because I am a Mary- 
land breeder. My farm happens to be in 
Maryland. and we breed pretty good 
horses up there, too. I think maybe this 
hospitality you’ve shown me tonight is 
really an expression of your gratitude for 
my sending Geisha down here to drop Na- 
tive Dancer on Kentucky soil. 

As you know, Native Dancer was foaled 
at Dan Scott’s farm here in Lexington, 
and stayed here until he was three months 
old. This makes him a Kentucky-bred. I 
was born in England myself, and I am 
not British, but with horses it seems to 
be different. 

Seriously. I believe you are justifiably 
proud of the horses you raise here. As all 
the world knows. the center and the life- 
blood of the Thoroughbred industry is in 
Kentucky. The list of champions bred here 
is endless. 

Incidentally, this is a sort of anniversary 
for me, It was 20 years ago today that 
i bought a horse from Mereworth Stud. 
His name was Discovery—a name that 
appears in the pedigree of almost every 
good horse I have bred. : 

Once before I thought I was getting 
red-carpet welcome to Lexington. That was 
12 years ago, the first time I raced a horse 
at Keeneland, when I was fooled into 
thinking that the whole town of Lexing- 
ton had turned out to greet me. I later 


I have been a breeder. an owner, a trainer, 
a race track president, head of the TRA. 
steward of The Jockey Club. an enthusi- 
astic fan, almost everything except a 
jockey. And if I were 40 pounds lighter, 


and 13 years older, and wasn’t scared to 
get on a horse. I'd be out there riding 
with Earl Sande. 


If I have learned anything from looking 
at racing from all these different points 
of view, it is that breeders can prosper 
only to the extent that racing itself pros- 
pers. We all know that high purses and 
high prices are tied together. Purses, in 
turn, are dependent on the public support 
which racing must have. 

Racing is a sport which is more popular 
than ever. We outdraw baseball. The at- 
tendance figures for racing are higher 
than they have ever been. More people own 
horses and more people are race fans than 
ever before. 

Without question, television has been a 
tremendous factor in making friends for 
racing. Some sports have found that tele- 
vision reduces attendance, but the opposite 
is the case with racing. Certainly there 
must be many persons who never would 
have dreamt of going to the races. who 
after seeing them on television decide to 
go to the track themselves in order to 
participate in all the color and excitement. 
As long as we maintain our policy of tele- 
vising only one, or at the most two, races 
a day, watching television is no substitute 
for going to the races. 

But the chief reason for racing’s in- 
creasing popularity is public confidence in

the sport. Two years ago I was appointed 
by President Truman—you remember him 
_to a committee to investigate and recom- 
mend possible legislation to prevent fur- 
ther occurrences of scandal in organized 
sport. It gave me a wonderfully proud 
feeling to be able to say, so often, that 
racing had already done the things that 
other sports were just thinking about 
doing or talking about doing. The plan 
of horse racing became a model plan for 
many of those who were making an honest 
eflort to regain the confidence of the 
public. 

Let me review for a minute the steps 
which led horse racing into this happy sit- 
uation. | think it will do much to refute 
the criticism of our public relations pro- 
gram, Some years ago racing adopted the 
philosophy that its first public relations 
problem was to deserve the public confi- 
dence which it must have in order to 
prosper. To accomplish this end, it set 
up the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau and a Code of Standards for track 
operation which ali TRA tracks were re- 
quired to meet, 

Certain policies and procedures were 
adopted. These include the careful policing 
of stable areas, the fingerprinting of all 
those connected with racing. the tattoo 
brand which guarantees positive identifi- 
cation of every race horse, and the investi- 
gation of any rumored wrongdoings. 

All this required a great deal of money, 
a great deal of time, and a great deal of 
effort. While many of these things were 
attacked and ridiculed at first, I believe 
that the recent investigation of the trot- 
ting situation in New York shows how 
sound our public relations program was. 
Although I do not think we should ever 
take a holier-than-thou attitude, and I do 
not mean to be taking one now, let me 
remind you of the unhealthy situation dis- 
closed in basketball, football, and other 
sports over the last three or four years. 

We have had no problems of this kind 
in racing since the institution of the re- 
forms | have just mentioned, and I don’t 
believe that we will have any. 

However, this is not a time for com- 
placency. While we are doing many things 
that are vital to our continued success, 
there also are many things we are not 
doing which are vital to our continued 
success. No effort should be considered 
too great to avoid evil or the appearance 
of evil. 

This means more than the keeping out 
of undesirables, It means taking every 
possible precaution against anything that 
is not on the up-and-up. 

The ultimate end of all our efforts is 
the race itself. We must have the most 
competent and honest officials in the 
world. Too many times, persons are ap- 
pointed to positions of responsibility with- 


About Menow and the Headley Sole 


Menow was considerably in the news 
last Saturday. Tom Fool, a son, galioped 
off with the $50,000 Pimlico Special, 
and Homestake, out of a daughter, fin- 
ished third in the $52,000 Breeders’ Fu- 
turity a length and a half behind Hasty 
Road and Revolt. 


Tom Fool has completely dominated 
the handicap division this year. “To a 
greater degree,” says J. A. Estes, “than 
has any horse in the history of Amer-

ican racing.” Charles Hatton points out 
that the Pimlico Special was “Tom 
Fool’s fourth consecutive betless exhi- 
bition.” 


Tom Fool, in winning the Special, 
broke the track record held by Capot, 
also a son of Menow. Capot himself was 
“Horse of the Year” in 1949. 


Menow, already sire of six $100,000 
winners, has new attained prominence 
also as a broodmare sire. He has sired 
the dams of such stakes winners as 
Brush Burn ($110,425), Homestake, 
Eddie Sue, Aerolite, Recover, and Yes 
You. 


The Blood-Horse last week listed the 
leading broodmare sires of 1953, accord- 
ing to first monies through October 12, 
and the compilation showed that only 
cne stallion Menow’s age or younger 
ranked above him. The standing of the 
first five his age or under follows:

Menow has 48 daughters with preduce 
of racing age. Six of them already have 
produced stakes winners. Six others have 
had foals placed in stakes. Exactly 25 
per cent of these 48 mares, therefore, 
have produced stakes winners or stakes- 
placed horses. This percentage is un- 
usually high. 


Hal Price Headley, in his brood- 
mare dispersal, will sell 12 daughters of 
Menow. Of the 10 of these that have 
foals old enough to race, four already 
are stakes producers and one other has 
had a stakes-placed horse. This tallys 50 
per cent, exactly double Menow’s splen- 
did over-all average. 


Menow’s sire, *Pharamond II, has been 
high up as a broodmare sire for years. 
To date this season he is third leading 
broodmare sire (behind *Bull Dog and 
Blue Larkspur) in the category of stakes 
winners. *Pharamond II mares this year 
have out nine stakes winners. 


There are six *Pharamond II mares in 
the Headley sale. One (Lithe) has no 
produce of racing age. Of the other five, 
four are stakes producers and one is dam 
of a stakes-placed horse. 


The 37 mares in the Headley dispersal, 
through 1952, had produced 96 foals old 
enough to race one full season. Of these 
96 foals, 88 had raced, earning a total 
of $1,681,167, an average of $19,104. 


Hal Price Headley bred all but three 
of the 37 mares. He bred the dams and 
granddams of most of them. The 37 are 
the “net result” of about 50 years of 
selective breeding ... Mr. Headley has 
never sold but one filly (later bought 


back) he thought would improve his 
stud. 


Mr. Headley attributes most of his 
success as a breeder and owner to his 
wonderful band of broodmares. They are 
primarily responsible for his having 
been among the 20 leading owners more 
times than any living owner, and among 
the 20 leading breeders more times than 
any living breeder. 


More than 80 stakes winners have 
been bred by Hal Price Headley. Only 
one living breeder has bred more $100,- 
000 winners. 


Hal Price Headley has had 57 juve- 
niles assigned weights on the Experi- 
mental Handicap. This is believed to be 
more than any other breeder. He appar- 
ently will be represented well again this 
year. 


The country’s five top Futurities have 
already been run this season. Mr. Head- 
ley has started colts in four of them— 
been in the money in all four. In the last 
one, the Breeders’ Futurity, his Revolt 
was beaten but a head by Hasty Road. 


Getting five juveniles that won and 
placed in stakes like Revolt, Athenian, 
Pinetum, Homestakes, and Pinelet from 
a crop of 25 foals is a pretty fair record. 


It is generally known that the Head- 
ley horses are a hardy breed. They are 
not pampered, not given vitamins, hor- 
mones, and feed supplements. They are 
raised closed to nature, kept out of doors 
nearly all the time. Mr. Headley raises 
his horses on “hay, grass, oats, corn, 
water, and fresh air.”

out the knowledge or ability to fill them 
adequately. The Jockey Club has a school 
for officials in New York, and is rendering 
a real service to racing in educating and 
evaluating the men sent to it from various 
tracks, 


Officials are, on occasion, pressured by 
management to act against their best judg- 
ment, I have in mind particularly the 
instance when the stewards suspended a 
rider who was a big drawing card. The 
track management tried to get the deci- 
sion reversed. It failed to get the decision 
reversed, and at least one of these upright 
men was not reappointed to the stewards’ 
stand the next year. 

To have impartial officials—and we 
must have them—they should not be sub- 
jected to these pressures, Perhaps an im- 
partial, national, and expert body like 
The Jockey Club might appoint all track 
officials. This would insure fair and hon- 
est racing, and if we do not have that, 
we will soon have no racing at all. We 
must give them all possible support in 
their efforts to be fair, thorough, and im- 
partial. 

The film patrol, which records on film 
every step of every race, is the greatest 
single deterrent to any effort at unfair 
race riding, and I believe that any track 
which denies to its officials and patrons the 
protection of this no-longer-recent innova- 
tion is failing to give either the horsemen 
or the public is a fair shake.

In some states, a boy who is suspended 
is allowed to ride out his stakes engage- 
ments. I do not believe this is a good or 
a fair rule. It mimimizes the punishment to 
the boy by allowing him to continue riding 
in the richer races. It gives the owner of 
a stakes horse an advantage that the owner 
of an ordinary horse does not have. It 
makes a popular rider who has stakes 
engagements suffer less hardship than 
other riders. It gives more consideration 
to the owner of a stakes horse than to 
other owners, Let us treat all alike. The 
old adage that all men are equal on or 
under the turf is a good one to live by, 
and to race by. 


I have listed some of the things about 
racing to which we can point with pride. 
There are also a few things to which I'd 
like to point without pride. I think you 
will agree with me that it is important to 
point to them, just the same, because it 
is only by recognizing our defects that we 
can hope to overcome them. 

The mental gymnastics of race track 
management are hard to follow. A former 
race track manager believed, and oper- 
ated under, the theory that if you locked 
the gates and gave the guards clubs with 
which to beat the people over the head, 
they would still come in. There may be 
a germ of truth in this cynical observation, 
since the dyed-in-the-wool racing fan is as 
determined a man as one may find any- 
where. However, it is a mistake to assume

that the new friends which racing needs 
can be won in this way. 

As much as I love racing, I doubt if | 
would go out and fight the inconveniences 
and discomforts of the average fan as he 
beats his way to the track via race train 
or bus, to stand all afternoon in the hot 
sun or the driving rain. (I’m sorry. That 
part about the rain was written before | 
got here.) 


I believe that all the people want is q 
comfortable, attractive place to see the 
races from, and I think they are entitled 
to it. There are many, many tracks which 
deny their patrons this comfort, on the 
theory that unless they can give the people 
a Santa Anita they’re not gonna give ’em 
anything. 

It seems to me that, while they are 
waiting for that happy day, such tracks 
are losing many customers who could be 
retained by a little consideration now, 

Another short-sighted or penny-wise pro- 
cedure at many tracks is the lengthening 
of time between races, The most common 
complaint of new race-goers is the length 
of time when nothing is happening. I be. 
lieve that races should be run off as rapid- 
ly as practical. Tracks that adhere to a 
strict time schedule have found that they 
do not shut out any more bettors than 
when they used to stretch the races out. 
There are many people who do not have 
the time to see, and bet on, eight races,

or even seven, where this practice is in 
effect. 

Still another short-sighted practice at 
some tracks is based on this theory that 
we want fast times and track records, at 
the risk of injury to their star performers. 
the horses. I have never heard anyone say 
that they preferred to watch a race at a 
track where a mile was run in 1:35 rather 
than where they run in 1:37. 


Fast times are made possible by hard 
tracks, and hard tracks are dangerous to 
horses—believe me. If we must have fast 
times, let’s put the poles closer together, 
or else get the clocker a slower watch. 
Then the tracks could have their records. 
and the owners and the public would still 
have their horses, 


I suppose that it is time for me to 
touch on the subject of breeding. Maybe 
[should tell you how I happened to breed 
Native Dancer. Well, I gave the mating 
of Geisha to Polynesian a great deal of 
thought and a great deal of study, and the 
somewhat nebulous value of twenty years 
of experience, and lo and behold, here 
comes Native Dancer. Quite naturally, I’m 
not going to tell you that I have given a 
great deal of study and a great deal of 
thought, and the background of my twenty 
years’ breeding experience. to the mating 
of all my other horses, many of whom 
could not get out of their own way. One 
can feel much more of an expert if he 
does not mention these others. 


Ihave found that there is only one rule 
which will really stand up. Breeding is a 
sience of probabilities, and if you breed 
agood mare to a good horse you have a 
better chance of getting a good horse than 
if you breed a bad mare to a bad horse. 
How you know which is the good mare, 
however, is something I am willing to 
karn from any of you. I am no expert. 


Now, I have been asked many times as 
tomy plans for Native Dancer’s future. If 
the horse is all right, and I think he is 
ill right, he will race next year, either 
here or abroad. Because of his injury this 
fall, he left a number of questions un- 
answered. I believe he will answer them 
satisfactorily next year. 

But, as great as Native Dancer is. I 
know that people are more important than 
horses, even in racing. To put it another 
way, the three best horses I ever had are 
Bill Winfrey, Ralph Kercheval, and Eric 
Guerin. In honoring me tonight, you are 
also honoring them. 
_In closing. I want to tell you what an 
mportant occasion this is to me. This is 
the greatest honor I have ever had, and 
I will always remember it with pride. 
Maybe it would be a greater thrill to win 
the Kentucky Derby. I wouldn’t know 
about that.

TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Gulfstream Guarantees $100,000 


Gulfstream Park announced this week 
that the Florida Derby. principal stakes 
of its coming meeting, has been increased 
in value. A $100.000-added race this year, 
the Derby will guarantee $100.000 to the 
winner in 1954. Money Broker, this year’s 
winner, received $88.000. 

The Derby will be run on March 20. 
James Donn. president of Gulfstream, said 
the date was moved back to avoid conflict 
with 3-year-old features at New Orleans 
and Santa Anita. 

The remainder of the 1954 Gulfstream 
stakes program will be announced in a 
few weeks. he said, 


From an Ill Wind 


Apparently the only profit from the ill- 
fated Las Vegas track goes to a non- 
investor—the State of Nevada. During the 
13 days of racing at the track, the State’s 
2 per cent of the pools amounted to 
$36.729.72. After expenses for the Nevada 
Tax Commission and the State Racing 
Commission were deducted. the State net- 
ted more than $30,000. 


Pimlico’s Improvements 


Pimlico race track this week announced 
a $2,500,000 improvement program which 
will begin immediately after the 1954 
spring meeting. 

The track management said improve- 
ments will be made regardless of whether 
Pimlico wins or loses its appeal to have 
24 adjacent acres rezoned to permit con- 
struction of new stables. 

Pimlico’s attempt to have the acres 
rezoned has met with bitter opposition 
from the Associated Jewish Charities, 
which wants to build a hospital near the 
new stable site. The Charities contend 
that the stables will be a health menace. 

Regarding the rezoning petition, Pim- 
lico’s statement said: “The United States 
Bureau of Wildlife. health officers. and 
prominent entomologists have been con- 
sulted on the subject. 

“It is their positive and studied opin- 
ion that no danger exists either to the 
medical center or to the homes in this 
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area from the operation of the Pimlico 
race track. This study was made at our 
request because we felt that if there was 
any menace to the community or the 
medical center we would alter our plans 
to conform with their suggestions, 


“Since a health hazard is and will be 
nonexistent, we feel duty-bound to rebuild 
Pimlico at its present location and to 
conduct racing there in accordance with 
the best traditions of the Turf.” 

Pimlico’s improvement program: The 
club house and box section will be razed. 
and a new club house and a new section 
of the grandstand will be built. This struc- 
ture will be 250 feet long and 170 feet 
deep. 


To avoid blocking of the view from any 
seat, the roof on the remainder of the 
grandstand will be raised and the entire 
building extended in depth. Escalators 
and elevators will be installed. 


If rezoning is approved, Pimlico will 
replace all wooden stables with concrete. 
steel, and aluminum fireproof stables. The 
track hopes to build the new stables on the 
24 acres involved in the zoning dispute. 


Chicago Improvements 


An enlargement and improvement pro- 
gram which will cost more than $2,000,000 
has been started by Arlington and Wash- 
ington Parks. 

Biggest single item in the program is 
the installation, at both tracks. of 
lators to carry fans from the train 
to all levels of the grandstand and club- 
house. The tracks estimate that the esca- 
lator system will be the most complete 
ever installed at a race track. and will 
cost $800,000. Another feature is that all 
of the escalators will be equipped to go 
down after the races are over.

Each track is adding more seats in the 
grandstand, building a trailer park. add- 
ing armchairs in the paddock area. and 
increasing parking facilities. 

Arlington Park is adding nine rows of 
terraced seat-steps which will accommo- 
date 3,500 persons. The new seats will 
extend back from the present top row 
of seats, and will be “the best vantage 
point in the stands.” 


Washington Park is extending its grand- 
stands 254 feet. The addition will pro- 
vide 5.500 more seats and space for an-

Revolt, a colt which had finished nine lengths 
behind Hasty Road in the Washington Park Fu- 
turity, gave the Hasty House Farm colt an end- 
to-end battle in the Breeders’ Futurity, leading to 
the stretch and holding on stubbornly after Hasty 
Road gained a slight advantage. From the stands 
it appeared that Hasty Road, the 6-to-5 favorite, 
had all he could do to win by a neck. He “won 
with little left.” Daily Racing Form’s chartmaker 
Don Fair reported. Jockey Johnny Adams spelled 
it out differently: he reported to trainer Harry 
Trotsek that the colt had “pulled himself up” 
after he got his head in front. and had refused 
to extend himself fully. 

Victory in the big race of Keeneland’s 10-day fall 
meeting advanced Hasty Road’s earnings to $240.- 
946, a new record for a 2-year-old. superseding 
Native Dancer’s $230.495 mark established last year. 

A decision to run Hasty Road in the -Garden 
State Stakes on October 31 was reversed the 
day after the Futurity. The colt is expected to run 
November 7 in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes 
at Churchill Downs. 

Bred by Clifford Mooers at his Walnut Springs 
Farm, Lexington. Hasty Road was sold as a year- 
ling for $23,100. At Chicago in midsummer he 
won both the Arlington and Washington Park Fu- 
turities. Shipped to New York for the Futurity at 
Belmont Park. he lost form and gained nothing. 
He appeared in excellent condition for the Breed- 
Futurity and regained some of his prestige. 
but not all—his margin over Revolt was too narrow. 
His earnings, however. were already in the books. 

Roman has five other stakes winners this year. 
one of them Hasty Road’s stablemate Queen Hope- 
ful. which looked a bit worn out when she made 
her losing effort in the Alcibiades Stakes at Keene- 
land a week earlier. Roman’s others are Lady 
Bouncer.

(made at Keeneland in 1939), and gave both 
jockey Johnny Longden and Golden Gate Fields 
their sixth world speed record. Of the six record- 
breakers at Golden Gate Fields, Longden has been 
up on five of them. Longden’s sixth was at Santa 
Anita. 

Once the slowest track on earth, Golden Gate 
Fields was rebuilt and became the fastest. Its other 
world records: six furlongs in 1:08%, Bolero, 1950; 
mile in 1:3336, Citation, 1950: 1;'5 miles in 1:41, 
Count Speed, 1947: 1% miles in 1:464%, *Noor, 
1950: 1% miles in 1:58%, *Noor, 1950. 

Although Goose Khal had won four stakes in 
his last four starts Fleet Bird was favored for the 
Golden Gate. After trailing early, Fleet Bird found 
racing room along the rail entering the stretch, 
quickly took command, and won by two lengths. 
High Scud and Goose Khal, the early leaders, fin- 
ished almost even, the former getting second 
money by a nose. 

Fleet Bird had won only one other stakes, the 
Argonaut Handicap at Hollywood Park, but he 
now has earned $167,325 in 16 starts this year. 
He has placed in seven 1953 stakes, finishing second 
in the Santa Anita Maturity, Hollywood Gold Cup, 
and Del Mar Handicap, and third in the Inglewood, 


American, Sunset, and Golden Gate Mile Handicaps. 

Bull Lea, which stands at Calumet Farm, Lex- 
ington, has eight other stakes winners this year. 
Birdlea has produced two other winners. Fleet 
Bird’s pedigree and family particulars were given 
in THE Bioop-Horse of June 13, page 1149.

Zee Bull led for the first five furlongs of the 
Richmond and weakened slightly near the finish. 
He finished fourth, beaten half a length as the 
cavalry charge of War Tryst. Ole Travis, and 
Brighter Days swept by him to finish inches apart. 
Ray York, rider of Brighter Days. which finished 
third, claimed that War Tryst had interfered with 
his mount during the stretch run, but the claim 
was not allowed. 

Foaled February 28, 1951, at Woodvale Farm, 
Lexington, War Tryst was sold at the 1952 Keene- 
land summer sales for $9,500 to Andrew J. Cre- 
volin, his present owner. He has started 22 times, 
has been one of the busiest 2-year-olds in California. 
The Richmond was his second win and first stakes 
win. He had finished second in the Juvenile and 
Cabrillo Stakes and third in the Coronation Stakes. 

War Tryst is the second stakes winner this year 
for War Relic, which stands at Faraway Farm, 
Lexington. The other is Intent. Woodvale sold a 
half-brother (by Polynesian) to War Tryst at this 
summer’s Keeneland sales for $17.000 to the John 
H. Clark Horse Agency. The yearling, bought for 
the stable of Allison and Prestridge, is now at 
Keeneland under Clark’s direction. 


WILLIAM WOODWARD JR., new own- 
er of Belair Stud, had a very successful 
beginning last week, when two of his 
horses won stakes. On October 21, Sa- 
bette won the Gallorette Stakes at Pim- 
lico, and three days later, Hyphasis took 
the Princeton Handicap at Garden State.

LOOK FOR THE Safer Dapers at Keeuclaud 
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Starting racing in a community not ac- 
customed to the sport sometimes is a 
tough job. It was too tough for Las Vegas, 
It can be done, of course. Centennial race 
track near Denver started “cold” in 1950, 
and now appears firmly established. Be- 
tween these two poles is Portland Mead- 
ows. which has attempted to make Thor- 
oughbred racing a major sport in Port- 
land, Ore. 

Portland Meadows ended its eighth sea- 
son on October 10, but the track’s future 
is still unsettled. As Henry W. Collins, 
president of the Portland Turf Associa- 
tin, which owns and operates the track, 
wld Tot Bioop-Horse, there is a ques- 
tio whether the track “is a nightmare or 
adream come true.” 


William P. Kyne, who made Bay Mead- 
ows a successful track in California, had 
the orignal Portland Meadows dream, The 
ack cost more than $2,000,000 to build 
_ Jin 1946, and within two years it appeared 
that Kyne had made a terrible blunder. 
In 1948 a devastating flood hit Portland 
Meadows. The track could not keep its 
head above water, literally or financially, 
aud was forced into bankruptcy. 

Kyne refused to be discouraged and he 
vas able to convince many Portland busi- 
ness men that only time was needed for 
success. The present directors of the track

include a grain broker. lawyer, doctor, 
lumberman, malter, jewelry merchant, 
realtor, and steel fabricator. 


DATES AND DOGS. Portland Mead- 
ows problems are, and have been, (1) 
selling Thoroughbred racing to residents 
of the area and (2) getting the most favor- 
able racing dates. The two cannot be sep- 
arated, since the track believes that favor- 
able racing dates is one of the most im- 
portant factors in attracting customers. 

Dates are important to the track be- 
cause Portland is one of the wettest cities 
in the United States, Collins says Portland 
has “a rainy climate eight to nine months 
of the year and only in the summer is 
there reasonable assurance of good racing 
weather. This is particularly important be- 
cause during the week racing is conducted 
in the evening, with the first post time at 
7 o'clock. Saturdays there is afternoon 
racing at 1 p. m. post time.” 

Getting the summer dates has proved 
quite a problem. Although the only other 
Thoroughbred racing in the State is at 
fairs, greyhound racing has been going 
on at Portland for almost twenty years. 
Not until this year did Portland Meadows 
get its desired dates, In the future, Col- 
lins said, the track “will steadfastly claim 
these summer dates.” 

Greyhound racing has influenced the 


979 
track in other ways. Quinela wagering is 
featured at the dog track, and now there 
is quinela betting on every race at Port- 
land Meadows. Collins says that this policy 
of giving the customer what he wants has 
paid. About 45 per cent of the handle is 
bet in the quinela pools. 


FOGGED OUT. This year, even with 
the summer dates, Portland Meadows suf- 
fered a series of bad breaks which cut 
the mutuel turnover to a no-profit figure. 
The track must close two weeks during 
the Gresham and Salem Fairs, and this 
season lost another week when its total- 
izator equipment had to be shipped to 
Playfair for the opening of that meeting. 

In addition to getting customers out of 
the race track habit, these lay-offs extend- 
ed the 50-day meeting until October 10. Of 
the last 11 days, only three were clear. 
and the track was muddy each of those 
days. 

The toughest break came on the last 
night of the meeting. Feature race of the 
program, and one of the leading features 
of the meeting, was the $5,000-added Ore- 
gon Futurity, for Oregon-bred 2-year-olds. 
There was a heavy fog that night, and 
after six races, steward Cecil Edwards 
decided that the fog was too dense to 
permit any more racing. Since the Oregon 
Futurity was still to be run, one of the 
track directors asked that a 30-minute 
waiting period be observed before a final 
decision was made. Edwards said no. 

Twenty minutes later, the fog and the 
customers were gone,

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ing a daily average attendance of almost 
5,000 and a daily average handle of about 
$130,000 for the first 25 days (uninter- 
rupted) of the meeting, attendance and 
betting declined sharply. Total attendance 
and mutuel figures, respectively, were 
199,578. an average of 3,992, and $5,974.- 
628. an average of $119,493. The mutuel 
total was about $78,000 above 1952, but 
“far, far below the ultimate goal,” accord- 
ing to Collins, 


Purses at Portland Meadows range 
from an $800 minimum to $5,000 for the 
top features, As at many Western tracks, 
there are one or two Quarter-Horse races 
on each program. 


The grandstand and club house, which 
have a combined seating capacity of 7,000, 
are adequate. Even if attendance in- 
creases, enlargement will not be needed 
for several years. 


Mr. Collins believes that “education” is 
one of the answers to problems of im- 
proving attendance and betting. During 
the meeting recently concluded, the track 
invited 54 members of the Portland Retail 
Trade Bureau (“one of the groups that 
formerly was most vehement in their op- 
position to racing”) to the track for din- 
ner and an evening of racing. Collins said 
the track received “numerous letters of 
thanks and commendation these 
retailers.”

Tom Fool’s previous wins this year include the 
Metropolitan, Suburban, Carter, and Brooklyn 
Handicaps, and the Wilson, Whitney, and Sysonby 
Stakes.

Goose Khal Survived Poor Luck 


To Become West's Big Runner 


Los ANGELES 


Nothing in Mother Goose could be more 
fanciful than the true story of Goose 
Khal, the chestnut gelding that has won 
eight of his last ten starts and come up 
from cheap claimers to the top of the 
handicap ranks in California. 

In rapid succession he has won four 
stakes—the San Diego and Del Mar 
Handicaps at Del Mar, and the Albany 
and Golden Gate Handicaps at Golden 
Gate Fields—and has earned $51,820 for 
Harry Brown, a San Francisco steamship 
official who had the good fortune to claim 
him less than four months ago for $5,500. 
Any horse that ventures over the Rockies 
this winter will find that this 4-year-old son 
of *Khaled and Goose Hunter, by *Hunt- 
ers Moon IV, is by far the toughest of the 
home-breds to beat in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

When Goose Khal was a 2-year-old at 
Santa Anita, preparing for the first start 


of his career, starter Billy Mills was con- 
ducting a series of experiments with his 
new mobile gate, and Goose Khal was 
loaned out as an actor for one of these 
tests. On the day Goose Khal was being 
tried out of the gate there was a mishap 
somewhere along the line, Goose Khal 
broke before he was supposed to, and, in 
his wild, frightened flight up the race 
track, plunged into a bank of soft dirt. He 
struck himself a nasty blow on his fore 
legs, and came out of it with a low bow. 
He was sent back to owner Rex Ells- 
worth’s ranch for a rest and repairs. 


Two of Ellsworth’s friends, Jess Wor- 
ley. a plastic manufacturer from Los An- 
geles. and Johnny (Red) Luke, a capable 
horseman from Agua Caliente, heard of 
Goose Khal and made a trip to the ranch 
in Ontario to look him over. They de- 
cided there was nothing wrong with Goose 
Khal they couldn’t fix, so they closed a 
deal—for nothing down. The agreement 
was that if Goose Khal became a winner, 


Ellsworth would be paid something, prob. 
ably $1.500. but no more, 


Goose Khal’s legs were fired at Frances 
Keller’s ranch near Santa Anita, and they 
the horse was vanned to the San Ysidro 
ranch of Harry Walters near the Mexican 
border. 

Walters. a veteran western trainer, gives 
Luke full credit for restoring Goose Khal 
to soundness. 

“Luke sure worked on him.” Walter 
told Turf writers later. “Painted his legs 
every day with a pail of something he 
never did tell me about. His own secret, | 
guess. Never told me a thing. Just said 
the horse would do.” 

Luke smiles at the mention of his con. 
coction. “Can’t say as I can tell you what's 
in it. Just about everything, I guess, But 
I will tell you one thing—it’ll cure a bow, 
Got one down here now that wasn’t even 
fired, and my stuff cured him.” 

At any rate. Goose Khal improved to 
the point where he was ready for the 
races. and Worley and Luke entered him 
in a $2.000 claimer in December, 1952, at 
Caliente. He was beaten a nose by Bright 
Angel. 

They moved to Santa Anita. where 
Goose Khal scored his maiden victory in 
a $2.500 claiming race. The horse appear. 
ed to be running down on his fore heels, 
causing a strain on the tendon that had 
been bowed. At a suggestion from trainer

New Zealand, by R. L. Paull 


AUCKLAND 


When the former New Zealander Mr. 
W. R. Kemball was represented by first, 
second, and third place-getters in a race 
in Queensland recently, Australian writers 
jumped to the conclusion that it was 
something of a record for these parts. Bui 
the happening is not without parallel. 


Mr. Kemball has the distinction of hav- 
ing performed the feat not only in Aus- 
tralia but also in New Zealand—and that 
record may never be repeated. Back in 
1923, three of Mr. Kemball’s horses filled 
the first three placings in a juvenile handi- 
cap at Masterton. 

In those days Mr. Kemball was in busi- 
ness in Masterton and he had a big string 
of horses under the care of two or three 
trainers in Wairarapa, Naturally, it was 
not uncommon for him to capture a fair 
share of the stake money and at one dis- 
trict meeting he was represented by five 
winners. 

On the occasion his candidates filled all 
three placings. the juveniles were Kilceit. 
Rose Martian, and All Gold. All three 
went to much greater heights. On at least 
two occasions the Wairarapa sportsman 
took first and third money in big events, 
Vagabond and Insurrection being so 
placed in the Masterton Cup of 1923, and 
Kilceit and Kilfaire in the President’s 
Handicap at the Masterton summer meet- 
ing two years later. 

When Mr. Kemball decided to take up 
residence in Victoria, Australia, this coun- 
try lost one of its most prominent owners, 
but he has been a free buyer at the New 
Zealand National sales each January. His 
successes on the Australian turf—he has 
repeatedly been the leading owner in Vic- 
toria—have been great advertisements for 
the bloodstock in this dominion. 

Approximately two years after Mr. Kem- 
ball took all the stake money in that 2- 
year-old race at Masterton, a South Island- 
er, Mr. A. S. Cambridge, a well known 
Otago sportsman of the period, started 
Monoxide, Kilfane. and Happy Days in 
a race at Gore in Southland. The trio fin- 
ished in the order named, with a neck and 
a head separatine them, The place-getters 
at Gore were all trained by Giesler at 
Wingatui (outside Dunedin). Incidentally. 
the club recognized Mr. Cambridge’s feat 
by presenting him with an inscribed gold 
medal. That might well have gone to the 
trainer, who led in four winners during 
the course of the day. Monoxide com- 
pleting a deuble by taking the last race.
